They fear this 
will result in complications, and if their distinguished 
patient escapes peritonitis they will be surprised. 

Greater courage than that exhibited by William 
McKinley has celdom been witnessed. Bulletins an- 
nouncing that he has been resting easy have been 
mistaken. The truth is, the President has suffered 
dreadful tortures, relieved only at intervals when un- 
der the influence of opiates, ever since he was re- 
moved from the emergency hospital to Mr. Milburn’s 
home. But he has borne his suffering without com- 
plaint. Those who have been at his bedside have 
wondered at his marvelous control over his nerves. 


He knows the chances are all against his recovery. 
He faces the crisis with surprising calmness, and, to 
the great delight of hie physicians, with considerable 
confidence.. He refuses to give up the fight, and al- 
though he has expressed an entire absence of fear, he 
has \told those of his personal friends. who have, been 
| permitted to see him that, for the sake of his wife, if 
for no other reason, he will battle his way to health. 

Those who know Mrs. McKinley as an invalid with- 
out teres or physical strength, would be sur- 
prised to see"her during her present hours of trial. 
After the consultation of the physicians this morning, 
Mrs. McKinley insisted upon knowing the exact con- 
dition of her husband. She was told that though he 
was seriously injured his life was not despaired of. 
She refused to accept this, and was then told the exact 
truth. ‘A little later she went to the bedside of her 
wtere| husband and, with his hand clasped in both of hers, 
she assured Him of her confidence in his strength. He 
knew she was not deceived, and as a wan smile flick- 
ered across his face, said to her:

INDIANS LEAD PROCESSION. 
As a Circus-Goer the North Ameri- 
can Aborigine Has no Rival—Will 
Sell Squaw and Papoose, 
“You may talk about your city cir- 

cus-goers,” says Alf T. Ringling, one of 

the proprietors of Ringling Brothers 
circus, yesterday, “but the Indian has 
got them all beaten to death. There's 
no circus-goer in the world like the 

North American aborigine. He will 

travel farther, endure more privations 

and skimp himeelf harder to get the 
price of admission than any hu- 
man being in the world. 

“In Missoula, Mont., one of our reg- 
ular stands, fully one-haif of the au- 
dience is made up of Indians. They 
come from as far as 200 miles on 
horseback, and even on foot, starting 
on their long journeys days before the 
circus date and arriving promptly on 
the morning of .the day of exhibition. 
On circus day it is a case of every 
man for himself with the Indians. The 
lord of the tepee brings e trin- 
kets in the shape of ‘moccasins and 
bows and arrows to peddle around 
town, and in this way gets money for 

admiasion ticket. y generally 
come in couples astride of a pony. and 
if the market ts overcrowded with In- 
dian relics they will sell the nag. 


“When the show trains arrive in 
these western towns early in the 
morning two or three hundred tents 


have already been pitched by the In- 
dians. some of whom have arrived 
the night before. Their little colony 
is almost as interesting as the circus 
iteelf. It i# a veritable bazaar of relics 
and papoose exhibitions. While the 
old squaws are getting breakfast the 
children are playing games, and the 
chiefs are taking their knicknacks to 
the market. They ere the first ones 
after the doors of the tente are 
opened to land on the blue planks. 
They fill a good part of the arena and 
they never move during the entire per- 
formance.

‘There 
might be rebels in it. thought I. but 
if they took me prisoner they couldn't 
refuse me something to eat. No mat- 
ter how rebe!lious, the southerner never 
lost his reputation for, hospitality.

Dr. C. J. Decker Brings 
Thrilling Tales. 
Atrocious Treatment of 
_Wounded Soldiers. 


Battle of Fleet and Forts at 
Taku was no Tame 
Affair.

& Navy, who was surgeon of the 
gunboat M throughout, the 
late trouble in China, is in Los An- 
geles, en route to his new post at the 
training station, San Francisco.

[New York Times:] On the estate of 
Lord Iichester, at Abbotsburg, England, 
is one of the most ancient game pre- 
serves in England, and perhaps the 
most famous swannery in the world. 
The game preserve is believed to have 
existed about eight hundred years, the 
swans in mediaeval times having been 
the property of the abbots from whom 
the place gets ites name. Penalties for 
destroying the Abbotsbury swans were 
enacted by Henry II, and, though they 
were not so drastic as those for killing 
deer, they were severe enough. 

Any one who stole swan's eggs from 
& nest was liable to be imprisoned for 
a year and a day, in addition to which 
the offender had to pay a fine, one-half 
of which went to the King and the 
other to the owner of the land on which 
the nest was. Henfy VII granted the 
lands of this monastery to Giles Strang- 
ways, the ancestor of the present Lord 
lichester, and Strangways raised the 
number of swans, which even then 
reached the very considerable number 
of nearly 1500 birds. Queen Elizabeth's 
council, who always kept a sharp eye 
on all crown rights to game, falcons, 
and sport generally, made a claim to 
seize all swans from Abbotsbury which 
were not marked by the “sovereign’s 
prerogative, because they had gained a 
right to their natural liberty by sewim- 
ming in an open river (the Pleet.) and 
were royal birds.” Giles Strancways 
heirs defended sult uly, 
and now the birds are as nearly wild 
as any in England. 

These birds have their home in a 
quiet meadow -on the banks of the 
Fleet River. The tand of the neighbor. 
hood ja one beautiful sub-tropical gar- 
den. Bamboos, pampas grass, nt 
fuchelas, and exotic shrubs flourish 
there, the grass paths being as soft as 
a pile of carpet. Early in April of 
every year the swans gather from the 
FPieet an@ reconnoiter at the flat 
mendow at the head of the channel, 
there to compete for a nesting ground. 
This is a Very ancient habit of Ab- 
hbotsbury birds. and it makes them dis- 
tinct from all other swans in the world. 
On the Nerfalk broade rivers. 
Where so thany swans are raised, each 
pair claims a separate lenzth of water, 
and the famous Thames birds often do 
the same. The cock swan maintains

The competition among the birds of 
Abbotsbury for building sites on the 
very limited area at their disposal ts 
unique and amusing. They “squat.” in 
the literal sense of the term, each on 
his own occupation, and as there are 
perhaps 300 nests on a space of about 
two acres, the crowd of ewans covers 
the field like a flock of snow-white 
sheep. All the good places are taken 
early by the old birds. and late comers 
would fare badly were it not for the 
attention of the swanherd. Part of 
his business is to provide them with 
materials to make their nests of. 

This is done by cutting down and 
stacking a quantity of fags and rushes 
from a reed bed; which grows thickly 
near the mouth of the little stream. 
The swanherd constantly visits the 
nests and scatters the reeds about 
them in bundles. The way'of building 
ls unlike that of any other bird. The 
swan, usually the female, sits on the 
nest and stretches out her neck, gath- 
ers every morrel of portable stuff of 
any kind which she can reach. and 
piles it around her in a kind of a wall. 
Proximity so trying to other swans 
sometimes leads to a quarrel in this 
closely-packed colony, but a handful 
of reeds to bulld with generally puts 
both birds into a good humor at once. 

The bird which is not sitting also 
fetches reeds, dragging the lone ones 
after it In rather an awkward way, 
for swans by right should pull things 
only along the water. They were never 
intended for beasts of burden on jand. 
They never seem to get enough bulld- 
ing material for their nests. ‘If they 
could only get it they would pile up a 
wall as high as a haycock al! around 
themselves. The nesting ground is 
thue gradually narrowed into a4 
labyrinth of paths, encroached upon by 
the ever-growing nesta. from which 
the birds hias and snort at the visitor 
or the keeper as he passes by. 

The methods of these swans in 
tecting their nests are amply 

to 


tive. Swans have been know 
drown foxes when swimming in 

from isiands on which they had cyg- 
nets. If the animal attacked ts swim- 
ming, the swan raises itself almost on 
its tall and strikes a straight down- 
ward blow with one wing. Delivered 
well on top of a dog’s or fox's lead, 
and peated frequently, this almost 
inevitaply drives away or drowns the 
intruder. If the swan is on shore it 
walks up, lifte tte head very high, 


then stands at its full height. and 
makes the same stroke 
the wing.
